Chicago, August 2—An incendiary 
fire which police declare was started 
by negroes swept through the district

by West 43d, 
West 45th, 
South Lincoln and South Hermitage 
streets destroyed IOO homes of Polish 
and Lithuanian employes of the stock­ 
yards and caused a property loss of 
more than $200,000. 
Three persons are missing and a 
score hurt in the conflagration.

Wholesale or retail liquor dealers 
having stocks of wines or liquors on 
hand may sell to pharmacists holding 
permits upon receipts of order on 
form 739 and in conformity with the 
provisions of T. D. 2788, until their 
present supplies arc exhausted. Such 
orders may be filled from spirits, tax 
paid, at the $6.40 rate.

permits,

VOLCANO CAUSED TERROR 


Miss E. W. Cranen Describes Erup­ 
tion of Kalut in Java. 


Singapore, via Tokio, August 2— 
The awful 
scenes which 
prevailed 
when the volcano of Kalut in Java 
burst into eruption, destroyed 26 vil­ 
lages and caused a loss of life esti­ 
mated by some i t 50,000, are vividly 
described by Miss E. W. Cranen who 
has arrived here from Sourabaya. 
A river of boiling 
mud and lava 
which 
overwhelmed the 
village of 
Blitar where \liss Cranen was stay­ 
ing, she says, was ten miles wide and 
!four feet deep. 
1 
The first symptoms of the coming 
eruption, Miss Cranen said, were 
sounds like thunder and vivid flashes 
I in the sky. 
Enormous boulders were 
flung from the volcano into the low 
lands around it for immense distanc­ 
es. There was pitchy darkness ow­ 
ing to a rain of ashes. 
Then came warning 
to the occu­ 
pants of the hotel at Blitar that the 
river of lava and mud was approach­ 
ing. 
“We were almost beside 
our­ 
selves as to what to do to avoid 
a 
hideous end,” 
she said. “Twenty 
four of those staying at 
the hotel 
escaped death in the boiling mud by 
fleeing aboard a motor car driven by 
the wife of the Assistant 
Resident 
Commissioner.” 
According to Miss Cranen the river 
of 
mud ran 
for three hours 
and 
wrought fearful damage to life and 
property. It covered the railway sta­ 


tion, buried the locomotives am? cars 
and destroyed virtually evfery hdus#^ 
in Blitar, Wlingi and Srengat. 
|
